Summary of Record of Interview Requirements

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: On 1/22/09 the examiner informed Mr. Wilson that claims 38 & 43 
appeared to be allowable over the prior art, as Smith did not teach or fairly suggest a drug delivery device wherein the 
dispensing unit is adapted to receive the container such that the first part is accessible to a digit of a patient's hand to 
enable the digit to move the first part relative to the second part and wherein the casing unit is adapted such that when 
fixedly secured with the dispensing unit, and in the open state, the first part of the container is accessible to the digit of 
the patient's hand to enable the digit to move the first part relative to the second part and, when the casing unit is in the 
closed state, the first part of the container is inaccessible to the digit of the patient's hand and Rand lacks a container 
disposed in a dispensing unit and a casing unit for the dispensing unit. The examiner suggested applicant considers 
adding the above limitations to independent claims 1 and 22 to get the application in condition for allowance. Mr. 
Wilson said he would contact his client. Mr. Wilson contacted the examiner on 1/26/09 and presented proposed claim 
amendments which the examiner has incorporated into his examiner's amendment.
